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ARE YOU A GENIUS?

Genius has been perhaps best defined as the studied art of applying the seat of 
the pants to the seat of the chair. In other words, 95% Perspiration and 5% 
Inspiration. 

Nowhere is this definition more apt than as it applies to dental assistants. We 
are professionally what we read, what we study, what we learn. If our only interest 
isa 9 to 5 job, then we have already reached our plateau of learning. We may get 
a little better in our work because of experience, but we also will get a little worse 
because of our declining interest. The 9 to 5, “it’s only a job”—attitude spells failure. 

But the genius among us . . . and the little bit of genius in each of us... 
has that chance of coming to full flower if we apply ourselves after hours . . . if we 
tead about new techniques, new ideas, new solutions to old problems. Each day 
should be a challenge to apply what we read the night before, to improve, constantly, 
to maintain a fresh eager interest in our work and in our patients so that they, too, 
sense that growth and development in us. 

There's something contagious about enthusiastic interest in our work, interest 
reflected in our outside reading and studying. Our boss, the dentist—and his boss, 
the patient, quickly differentiate the dull drone from the live wire, the “I couldn't 
care less” assistant from the “I care very much” breed. There's something almost 
therapeutic in the shining hopeful eyes of an asistant who is trying something new 
which promises better things for the patient and the doctor. There’s something not 
almost, but most, depressing about the assistant who mechanically goes about doing 
her job with the least amount of physical and mental effort. 

We must develop habits of outside study by devoting at least one hour each 
evening to reading some worthwhile magazine, paper, speech, or a book in our 
field. The brain is a kind of muscle which grows with use, but atrophies without 
exercise. Flex that brain muscle, open up new doors of learning, experience the 
exciting awareness of discovery and invention. 

You'll be contributing much to your doctor and your patients; equally im- 
portant, you'll be doing something to your entire outlook on life which will compel 
you to say to yourself, “Why haven’t'I done this before?” 
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RECORDS

Dental Assistants should be familiar 
with the necessary procedures for the 
maintaining of proper dental records and 
although these may vary in form, a pa- 
tient’s record should contain the following 
information: 

Complete description of service, each 
visit 

Materials used . . . shades . . . labora- 
tory 

Diagnosis 

Consultations 

Recommendations 

Estimate quoted to patient 

Plan of payment agreed upon 

Charges, credits and balance ...each 
visit 

Broken appointments 

The extent of the information required 
by each particular employer may be com- 
plete or abbreviated. However, in most 
instances, typewritten records are superior 
to those written in longhand. 


Besides serving as a reference, records 
have proven to be valuable adjuncts when 
malpractice claims reach the courts and 
a Dentist is summoned to produce the 
record of a patient. Also, radiographs 
should not be overlooked for they, too, 
are an essential part of the patient's 
record. 


It might be in order to briefly review 
certain established routines leading to 
adequate dental records: List complete 
history of each patient; identify each 
tooth and surface involved in all restora- 
tions; note each denture step as it occurs, 
including adjustments; and, if antibiotics 
or other medicines were used or pre- 
scribed, it is important that dosage be 
recorded. 

Some Dental Assistants insist on hav- 
ing their employers view the daily records 
before returning these to the files. In 
many instances, when the Dental Assist-

ant is competent and maintains sufficient 
dental records, she often develops certain 


knowledge which enables her to answer | 


the many questions, so frequently asked in 
the dental office. She should develop a 
practice to never leave the office without 
completing the records of the day. 

Many offices find it convenient to use 
the envelope-type file containing records, 
radiographs, pathological reports and any 
other pertinent information concerning 
the patient and his family. However, 
there are various forms being used suc- 
cessfully. 

Dental records are just as important as 
medical and hospital records and should 
be considered in the same manner. 

Every Dentist would feel confident to 
be able to produce complete records and 
know that his are available and he is pre- 
pared to cope with emergencies as they 
may occur.

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YOU—A VICTIM OF CATACHRESIS?*

You may be suffering from it right 
now. Millions of people are. It’s not in- 
herited; it’s only slightly contagious; and 
germs have nothing to do with it. In 
fact, it’s self-inflicted. But you—and you 
alone—can remedy it. 

The symptoms are easy to spot; em- 
barrassment, frustration, and loss of 
prestige. They may appear at any time— 
while you're with friends, talking to the 
boss, reading your daily newspaper, 
listening to a speech. 

For catachresis, as recorded in Web- 
ster’s New World Dictionary, is the “in- 
correct use of a word or words... .” And 
when you misuse words, you're apt to 
misunderstand them. The result is con- 
fusion. 

If a man you have just met confided 
to you that he is a bibliomaniac, should 
you look for his keeper? Not if you 
know he’s identifying himself as a book 
collector. Should you overhear your boss 
describe you as not too punctilious, would 
you reset your alarm clock? Don’t. But 
you might start observing the nicer points 
of behavior. (Know what mice meant 
originally, by the way?) If you read in 
the paper that Senator Jones heaped 
fulsome praise on Governor Smith, are 
you sure you know just what Senator 
Jones did? Fulsome, of course, means 
‘disgusting or offensive, especially be- 
cause of excess or insincerity.” 

There is little doubt that there is a 
high correlation between the size of a 
person's vocabulary and his success in 
business or on the job. People who do 
well usually know more words than 
people who do not. 

The ability to handle a large number 
of words is valuable for several reasons. 

It enables you, first of all, to. think

more precisely, for in addition to helping 
you communicate with others, words also 
help you “talk to yourself.” As long as 
you are not exact in the use of words 
within your own mind—and when you 
have a limited vocabulary, you cannot be 
—the thoughts into which you formu- 
late them can never be exact, either. 

For another thing, a person with a 
good control of words is able to make 
other people understand his ideas, be- 
lieve them, and act on them. He has the 
first requisite of leadership. 

Finally, men who understand words 
are better able to see both the uninten- 
tional confusion and the intentional 
smoke screens in what other men say. 
The better a person understands words, 
the better he can understand the poorly 
expressed ideas of sincere men and see 
through the skilled falsity of hypocrites. 
If everyone understood words perfectly, 
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it's doubtful whether dictators like Hitler, 
Stalin, or Mussolini could ever have 
swayed the masses of humanity that they 
did. As a citizen of a democracy, then, it 
is one of your duties to understand 
words. 

How can you improve this under- 
standing—and your own word power? 

By knowing the derivation, meaning, 
and usage of every word you use. The 
best way to do this is to— 

1. Get the “dictionary habit.” When 
you read or hear an unfamiliar word, 
look it up in a reliable dictionary. Never 
be satisfied with guessing at the mean- 
ing—make sure. Familiarize yourself 
with its spelling, pronunciation, and all 
its possible meanings. 

2. Favor Precision over bombast. It's 
more desirable to say just what you 
mean—no more, no less—than to 
smother your thoughts under “big” 
words. If you want to describe the fellow 
who told that amusing story so well last 
week, don’t say, “Ed’s propensity for nar- 
rating droll ancedotes is marked.” Say, 
“Ed’s a raconteur.” You're saying the same 
thing in less time; hence, you're saying 
it more effectively. To gain precision, 
you will have to consult your dictionary 
often. And if you don’t already own a 
thesaurus (a book of synonyms and an- 
tonyms arranged for easy reference), you 
should. Take a simple word like say. 
Look up wtter, blurt, affirm, declare, pro- 
fess and allege. Notice how many shades 
of say there are. Do that with more and 
more words. You'll be amazed at how 
your vocabularly will take on precision. 

3. Learn to respect and enjoy words. 
Make them a hobby. They can be fun. 
What we call an apple started out as 
“a napple,” but the “a” took the “n” to 
itself, and what custom joined together, 
no man has since put asunder. Words 
big and little have their biographies and 
when you get to know them, the words 
become old familiar friends with which 
you associate more easily and admiringly. 
Just out of curiosity, look up the his- 
tories of mercurial, quidnunc, flamboyant, 
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cicerone, malapropism. You'll never for- 
get them. 

4. Learn to analyze words. Most words 
can be broken down into their com. 
ponent parts and understood that way. 
The beginning of a word—the prefix— 
is often a clue to its meaning. Learn the 
meanings of the most common prefixes 
and you have a powerful vocabulary aid. 
Ante-, for example, means “before.” 
Anti-means “against.” Inter-signifies “be- 
tween.” Ex-stands for “out of.” Knowing 
these—and others—will help you make 
intelligent gueses of words’ meanings— 
until you can check them with a dic- 
tionary. Then learn the more common 
suffixes (word endings like -ment, -ible, 
-tion and -ous) and you'll be well on 
your way toward an expanding vocabu- 
lary. 

5. Draw on your background. If you're 
of French, Spanish, Portuguese, Italian, 
or Romanian descent and are familiar 
with your ancestral tongue (or studied 
any of these languages in school), you 
have a vocabularly advantage. They are 
all descendants of Latin, the language of 
ancient Rome; hence, their name—Ro- 
mance languages. More than half of the 
English language derives from Latin too, 
directly or indirectly. Thus, these 
languages have much in common. [f, 
for example, you know that the French 
word for “friend” is ami, you should 
know the meanings of such English 
words as amiable, amicable and amity. 
If you know that arbol means “tree” in 
Spanish, you ought to breeze through 
arboriculture, arborial and arborous. 

There you have them—five steps to- 
ward a larger, more powerful vocabulary. 
Take them one at a time and you're 
sure to see results. 

Think of words as muscles. The more 
you have and the more you exercise 
them, the stronger your vocabulary will 
be. It’s the only known cure for 
catachresis.

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SELF ANALYSIS

In a moment of reflection do you ever 
take the time to apply self analysis? It 
might prove to be educational and alarm- 
ing to find that we waste time, rather 
than having the ability to budget it and 
thereby have more time for self-improve- 
ment, education, many activities and 
relaxing hobbies. In the following para- 
graphs perhaps you will find some sug- 
gestions that might be an aid to your 
living a more happy, wholesome life. 
SELF EVALUATION OF YOUR 
ABILITY AS A DENTAL ASSISTANT: 

Are you able to competently fulfill 
your obligations to your employer and 
the patients you come in contact with 
daily? 

Do you take advantage of Study 
Courses offered by the American Dental 
Assistants Association and your Society? 

Whenever possible do you attend 
clinics and other educational exhibits 
offered? Even though you may be limited 
in application of the knowledge gained 
through these methods it is never time 
wasted to attend and take advantage of 
the opportunities. It is a smart dental 
assistant who can be aware of discusions 
that might be going on around her or by 
the Doctor among his patients and other 
fellowmen. Perhaps your next employer 
might expect these techniques and pro- 
cedures done in his office as a matter 
of course. Be alert and ready. 

ANALYSIS OF YOUR PERSONAL 
HEALTH AND APPEARANCE: 

Do you have a physical checkup reg- 
ularly, including blood tests, eye tests, 
and the kindred things which can help 
you be in better health? 


Do you have a prophylaxis every six 
months? X-rays, including a full mouth, 
annually? We cannot exhibit our smile 
of good dental health with dental neglect 
such as broken silicate fillings, missing 
teeth, and decay present. Ofter a patient 
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may ask you if you have had this or the 
other done to you and how nice it is 
to be able to open your mouth and 
exhibit dental restorations done by your 
Doctor. What a selling point it can be 
at times. Above all, we should be able 
to have that good feeling of having good 
dental hygiene. 

Do you wear the regulation uniform, 
shoes, hose and use proper make-up and 
in moderation? What is the regulation 
uniform you say? Spotless white with 
long or three quarter sleeves, white shoes, 
white hose (when possible). When choos- 
ing shoes, the regulation nurses oxfords 
with medium or low heels but most of 
all, comfortable ones . . . never open toe 
sandals or dressy high heels. Today the 
styles offer many neat and attractive 
ones to choose from. Carefully watch 
those shoe laces, they may need changing 
frequently. Either wash them or replace 
them with new ones. This is a small but 
important matter. Never wear excess 
jewelry. If possible, wear the regulation 
cap (this denotes a distinction from per- 
sons wearing white uniforms who are in 
other types of work). If you are a mem- 
ber of the American Dental Assistants 
Association there is a pin available to 
be worn with pride and dignity. If you 
are a Certified member there is an em- 
blem wreath for your cap and pin. When 
it is necessary to wear a sweater, choose 
white by all means. Fingernails should be 
clean and well manicured with clear 
polish only. These regulations are given 
to us by the American Dental Assistants 
Association. 

A point that is important (even your 
best friends won't tell you) is halitosis. 
Be on your guard at all times. No one 
has your interest at heart like yourself. 
That is why we have to be so aware of 
the foregoing thoughts and suggestions. 
ANALYSIS OF YOURSELF 
PSYCHOLOGICALLY: 
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Do you know why people think and 
act as they do? 

Do you have prestige among other 
fellow Dental Assistants? 

Are you able to live harmoniously in 
a complex society? 

Do you understand yourself? You 
know your greatest resource in living is 
yourself. 

Are you still trying to grow up mental- 
ly? Do not be content with an immature 
attitude toward life. 





Lastly, are you honest and _ sincere? 
Are you happy in the vocation you chose? 

Success is not an intangible proposi- 
tion. Persistent effort intelligently applied 
spells SUCCESS for you. Let us not only 
learn, LET'S BECOME. Finally, remem- 
ber you will never be told to study and 
improve in all elements of wisdom and 
skill. The world is moving forward and 
if you would keep up with it, you must 
be able to do tomorrow what you cannot 
accomplish today.

Last year, in Philadelphia alone, 500 persons lost their sight due to disease or 
eye accidents! Statistics show that more than 60% of these cases could have pre- 
vented loss of sight by regular eye examinations and accident-prevention measures! 

These figures are responsible, in part for the intensive public information drive 
of the Philadelphia Association for the Blind’s PREVENTION OF BLINDNESS 
DEPARTMENT. This department uses films, lectures, exhibits, displays, literature, 
and demonstrations of all types in an effort to educate the public in effective 
prevention of blindness. 

Recently a case of injury to a Dentist’s eye, caused by a flying bit of enamel, 
was brought to our attention. This prompted a desire on the part of our department 
to investigate the case incidence of such injuries or infections to Dentists caused 
by flying fragments of enamel, dentin, calculus, etc. 

We would greatly appreciate hearing from you or the members of your organi- 
zation about any information you may have relevant to this subject . . . any cases 
known to you .. . your opinion on safety glasses . . . any preventive measures you 
may be employing and their efficiency. 

Your cooperation on this research project will be a valuable help to our depart- 
ment. Your response will supply us with the data that is a prime prerequisite to 
the compilation of a comprehensive program.

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LEADERSHIP

We have all the proof we need that 
any person or group of persons, large 
or small, requires leadership. Leading 
can be a showing of the way in attitude, 
in objectivity and in action. Yet while 
we need direction and precedence in 
our thinking and in setting a course in 
activation, life with relation to our duties 
and endeavors esesntially must mean 
more and be more than a sort of guided 
tour in which we merely follow a leader. 

That we require leadership thus is 
admitted, but at the same time we as- 
sume the obligation of giving guidance 
as well as in falling in behind leadership. 
In one sense, we follow: in another com- 
plete sense, we are followed and thus 
we are needed to conduct others in their 
thought, in purpose, and in action, even 
as we have needed to be led, and shown 
by example, and taken by the hand 
through helpful steps along certain paths 
to where we are, and where we are going. 

In our duties and endeavors as Dental 
Assistants, we must realize we are not 
wholly subservient to any single essence 
of leadership. Our challenge is a spe- 
cialized one, broad and many sided. 
Primarily, we must affirm in mind that 
our capacity as Dental Assistants defi- 
nitely is one of versatility and of con- 
siderable importance. In this connection, 
we readily recognize well defined quali- 
ties of leadership in the professional 
man whom we are striving, each as an 
individual, to serve. It is not for us to 
assume the leadership which is his; yet 
we must lend an element of leadership 
through service, and at once to render 
service through leadership. Actually, 
while we follow, we also lead. Now, how 
can we better serve as we follow and 
simultaneously provide leadership? The 
answer should be immediately clear to us. 
As Dental Assistants, we have our own 
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code of principles which I am sure we all 
have been well over and understand them 
as providing the guidance we need to fol- 
low and lead. Please permit this sugges- 
tion and recommendation—that we re- 
view them frequently and reflectively in 
our respective minds, that in our challeng- 
ing and often exacting day to day ex- 
periences we find new and refreshingly 
appropriate interpretation in them. 

What our professional men and we 
dental assistants are doing, in a general 
sense, is selling dental health in one way 
or another, plus the boundless benefits 
being made available to mankind through 
the vitality and integrity of efficient 
dental service and care. Yes, we are 
closely knit with the dentist in this, a 
wonderfully realistic fact, of which I am 
sure we all are sufficiently aware. 

Let us stop, now and then, to search 
the phraseology of our pledge as dental 
assistants: that, according studied ex- 
ample, we may personify only top 
quality leadership in that which is given 
us to do. 

Let us recognize this anew and provide 
top quality leadership through example 
with respect, first of all, to our own 
individual oral health and appearance, 
to our professional bearing, and to our 
personality and performance for all the 
world to see and appreciate. Also, let 
us kindle our Enthusiasm, intensify our 
effort and application through under- 
standing and intelligence. We should 
vitalize our sense of Loyalty in the col- 
lective aim to serve Efficiently with 
warmth of sincerity and cheerfulness of 
spirit. In doing THIS, while we follow, 
we likewise lead and meanwhile capture 
the full meaning of the key word in 
Dental Assistant Service—leadership.

Of Dental Assistants to be Held 


The Council on Dental Education will 
sponsor a Workshop on the Education 
and Certification of Dental Assistants on 
October 2-4, 1957, in the Central Office

One of the first 
considerations in the development of 
educational standards for any occupation 
is the definition of these duties and re- 
sponsibilities, and the identification of 
the knowledge and abilities needed by 
the assistant to discharge her responsi- 
bilities, that will be the primary objec- 
tive of the workshop.* 

The workshop will be moderated by 
Dr. Maynard K. Hine, chairman of the 
Council's Committee on the Training of 


Dental Assistants and dean of the Indiana 
University School of Dentistry.* 

Resource information will be available 
for the discussions at the workshop but, 
basically, the value and usefulness of the 
suggestions that will come out of the 
meeting will depend upon the ideas and 
experience of the persons who attend.* 

We hope, therefore, that a number of 
interested and experienced assistants can 
arrange to attend this workshop. 

The nature of a workshop-type meet- 
ing requires that attendance be limited 
and it is planned to register 60 partici- 
pants for this session.*
